It was near the close of day in the China

UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 


b e m a t *:. 
WisurxoTOX, Fob. 17. 
A number of GUIs were reported from com­ 
mittees aud disposed of. 
Mr. CONKLING of New York presented a 
petition of J. B. Perry praying legislation for 
a national |>eace convention in Philadelphia 
iii 1876 on the 4th of July, to proclaim peace 
on earth and good will among men. Conkliug 
said he had some doubt about where the peti­ 
tion should go, lint supposed to Hie Judiciary 
Committee, and It was co referred. 
Mr. BOGY of Missouri submitted a resolu­ 
tion instructing the Finance Committee to in­ 
quire into Hie expediency of providing that 
hereafter ult banks shall tie organized or char­ 
tered by states, each state to decide Hie ques­ 
tion as to the numlier of banks and capital 
required for its legitimate wants; eucli state 
to provide such guarantees to depositors as 
may be deemed proper; all Gunk* to be organ­ 
ized under the provisions of the law requiring 
a deposit of bonds, as now provided for na­ 
tional banks, and the federal government to 
have the keeping of such blinds and lite issu­ 
ing of currency and to tis resjionsible for the 
redemption of circulation. 
Agreed to after 
some discussion. 
Mr. CARPENTER introduced a bill to fur­ 
ther protect Hie imils in the election of Presi­ 
dent aud Vice President and members of Coil 
grass. 
It authorizes the Secretary of the In­ 
terior to contract with Hie patentee of the 
safety ballot box for use of the box through­ 
out Hie United States iii tho election of Presi­ 
dent, Vice President and members of Con­ 
gress, provided thai the power lo use and Hie 
cost tliereof shall not exceed $15 per liox. 
Referred to the Committee on Privileges and 
elections. 
A number of bills on tile calendar were pass­ 
ed, chiefly relief bills. 
Tile morning hour expired and Hie Sonata 
resumed consideration of the bill to equalize 
the distribution of currency, the pemliug mo­ 
tion tieing that of Buckingham to recommit 
the bill to lite Finance Committee. 
Mr. MERRIMON moved un amendment to 
instruct that Committee to rc|>ort as soou as 
practicable a bill providing for an increase 
of Hie national bank circulation, so that the 
whole volume thereof should not exceed $400,- 
000,000. 
Mr. SCOTT of Pennsylvania submitted an 
amendment to that of Merrillan providing for 
Hie redemption of the w hole body of national 
bank currency in s|»ecie or interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States. 
Pending discussion the Senate, a few m in­ 
utes before five o'clock, went into executive 
-e«oon and after a short time the doors were 
reopened aud the Senate adjourned.

After the passage of sundry bills of local 
importance the House look up the contested 
election case from Hie Third Congressional 
District of Arkansas, tho majority report be­ 
ing that W. W. Wilshire is entitled prima 
facie tau seat and Dial of Hie minority being 
to recommit the matter, with instructions to 
the Committee on Elections to make a raj airt 
of its merits.

Tlie licuoniinution of Mayor I.inds- 
Icy. 
The Democratic City Convention at the 
Grand Central on Tuesday renominated May­ 
or Lindsley. It adds to the good sense of the 
nomination that it was made by acclamation 
and without any contest. It is generally an­ 
ticipated that the Republican City Convention 
this evening at the same place will also 
place Mayor Lindsley at the head of its ticket. 
There can hardly be a doubt that such action 
will contribute in a very large degree towards 
coalescing the municipality by preventing any 
strife between the two populations of two 
years ago now fast becoming one in fact as 
they have previously been by enactment. 
On personal grounds the renominatiou of 
Mayor Lindsley commended itself to the en­ 
tire body of tax-payers. We stated our opiu- 
ion on his first nomination that no man in the 
entire city could be found better fitted for the 
office, and his incumbency has only served to 
more fully demonstrate this to be the fact. 
Possessed of rare knowledge of municipal af­ 
fairs and needs, of broad views, incorruptible 
and with a lively interest in au economical 
and good government for the city, he had be­ 
side that rare quality among public servants 
oí being always true to conviction and ready 
to assume any just responsibility. There is 
no better Mayor in the state than the youn* 
est city in the state possesses, and that she 
will ask him to serve her once more is an in­ 
stance oí appreciation by the public which it 
is specially gratifying for us to record. 


A N ew P ilg rim a g e

To behold the congregated wis­ 
dom and greatness of this nation has been 
and is, the fondest dream of thousands upou 
thousands of our poorer fellow-citizens who 
never have found time and funds to visit the 
Capital. These good people would gather in 
an Immense multitude, like the one John saw 
in the Apocalypse, all along the line of the 
road.

Washington, Fob. 17. 
A. number of bills were reported from com­ 
mittees and disposed of. 
Mr. C0NKL1NG of New York presented a 
petition of J. B. Perry praying legislation for 
a national peace convention in Philadelphia 
in 1876 on the 4th of July, to proclaim peace 
on earth and good will among men. Conklin 
said he had some doubt about where the peti­ 
tion should go, but supposed to the Judiciary 
Committee, and it was so referred. 
Mr. BOGY of Missouri submitted a resolu­ 
tion instructing the Finance Committee to in­ 
quire into the "expediency of providing that

It authorizes the Secretary of the In­ 
terior to contract with the patentee of the 
safety ballot box for use of the box through 
out the United States in the election of Pregi 
dent, Vice President and members of Con 
jress, provided that the power to use and the 
cost thereof shall not exceed $15 per box 
Referred to the Committee on Privileges and 
elections. 
A number of bills on the calendar were pass 
ed, chiefly relief bills. 
The morning hour expired and the Senate 
resumed consideration of the bill to equalize 
the distribution of currency, the pending mo 
tion being that of Buckingham to recommit 
the bill to the Finance Committee. 
Mr. MERRIMON moved an amendment to 
instruct that Committee to report as soou as 
practicable a bill providing for an increase 
of the national bank circulation, so that the 
whole volume thereof should not exceed $400, 
000,000. 
Mr. SCOTT of Pennsylvania submitted an 
amendment to that of Merrimon providing for 
the redemption of the whole body of national 
bank currency in specie or interest-bearin 
bonds of the United States.

TIM W aits Murder Case. 
Tim Poughkeepsie Eagle reporter thus 
speaks 
of tho Waltz murder trial: 
“ The 
Greene County Circuit Court convened nt 
Catskill this afternoon, Hon. Theodore R. 
Westbrook presiding. 
As soon as tho doors 
of the Coart room were thrown open Hie peo­ 
ple flocked in rapidly, many supposing that 
the Post robbery case, in which the masked 
burglars took a part, would be called on im­ 
mediately. 
The grand jury was called, when 
J udgejWestbrook charged the members in un 
eloquent and able manner. 
I uever heard a 
Judge dwell with so much force upon the 
crimes of usury, violation of excise aud the 
purchase of votes. 
Upon the excise question 
lie delivered a strong temperance lecture, and 
stated that the press of the country daily 
uote glaring instances of the violation of that 
law, but very few arrests and convictions fol­ 
low. 
When the organization of the Court was 
effected, the counsel for Charles Hobbs, one 
of lite masked burglars, moved that an order 
be issued lo subpoena; witnesses on the part of 
‘.he defence, us Hie prisoner is friendless and 
without means. 
Tile counsel for Brady, an­ 
other of the masked burglars, also moved for 
a like order, both of which motions were 
granted by the Court. 
A call of Hie Calendar followed, which re­ 
vealed the fact that there were enough civil 
cases to occupy the attention of Hie Court all 
this week. 
Tho Court then received sugges­ 
tions as to the number of persons necessary to 
be notified to appear as petit jurors, to try 
criminal cases. Judge Westbrook said the 
Court did not desire to place the county at 
any unnecessary expense, but intimated that 
os the Post robbery and the Waltz murder 
case had occupied Hie attention of the press 
largely It would be a hard matter to secure a 
competent jury right away. 
After a full dis­ 
cussion Hie County Clerk was directed to 
draw one hundred additional jurymen 
for 
criminal cases. All witnesses present for crim­ 
inal cases were then notified to appear at 
Court on Monday next at 2 P. M., when in all 
probability the trial of Waltz will occupy a 
week’s time. 
This announcement created a 
slight sensation in Court. 
It is astonishing what interest is felt in the 
Post robbery and Waltz cases. Already rooms 
are engaged ahead by persons who are com­ 
ing here from abroad for the Role purpose of 
witnessing the trials, aud Judgo Westbrook 
lias caused u senn-ofliciai announcement to 
be made in the papers that they will take 
place next week. 
lu tins village the feeling 
against Waltz is very strong and if a person 
suggests that the prisoner is insane Hie sug­ 
gester himself is almost pronounced insane. 
Hic one hundred extra jurors ordered by the 
Court is seventy more than was ever before 
ordered in this county and their examination 
as to fitness is e x iste d to be a highly in­ 
teresting one. 
As I dose this letter I understand that 
Brady, the chief of the Post robberies, serious­ 
ly contemplates putting in a plea of grand 
larceny, which would give him about a five 
years’ sentence. 
Ho complains that the rest 
of the gang lias deserted him, havne’t even 
sent him atty encouragement In the way of a 
letter and no money. 
It is reported that (to 
asea ihicfs parlance) he will “ give them 
away.” That is, be will disclose all their 
whereuliouts In order that they may easily be 
brought to justice. That would probably cut 
ins sentence short ten years at least.

The Poughkeepsie Eagle reporter thua 
spoak3 
of the Waltz murder trial: 
“ The 
Greene County Circuit Court convened at 
Catskill this afternoon, Hon. Theodoric R. 
Westbrook presiding. As soon as the doors 
of the Court room were thrown open the peo­ 
ple flocked in rapidly, many supposing that 
the Post robbery case, iu which the masked 
burglars took a part, would be called on im­ 
mediately. 
The grand jury was called, when 
JudgejWestbrook charged the members in uu 
eloquent and able manner. 
I uever beard a 
Judge dwell with so much force upon the 
crimes of usury, violation of excise aud the 
purchase of votes. 
Upon the excise question 
he delivered a strong temperance lecture, and 
stated that the press of the country daily 
note glarlug instances of the violation oí that 
law, but very few arrests and convictions fol­ 
low. 
When the organization of the Court was 
eflected, the counsel for Charles Hobbs, one 
of the masked burglars, moved that an order 
be issued to subpoenae witnesses on the part of 
be defence, as the prisoner is friendless and 
without means. 
The counsel for Brady, an­ 
other of tne masked burglars, also moved for 
a like order, both of which motions were 
granted by the Court. 
A call of the Calendar followed, which re­ 
vealed the fact that there were enough civil 
cases to occupy the attention of the Court all 
this week. 
The Court then received sugges­ 
tions as to the number of persons necessary to 
be notified to appear as petit jurors, to try 
criminal cases. Judge Westbrook said the 
Court did uot desire to place the county at 
any unnecessary expense, but intimated that 
as the Post robbery aud the Waltz murder 
case had occupied the atteution of the press 
largely it would be a hard matter to secure a 
competent jury right away. 
After a full dis­ 
cussion the County Clerk was directed to 
draw one hundred additional jurymen for 
criminal cases. All witnesses present for crim­ 
inal cases were then notified to appear at 
Court 011 Monday next at 2 P. M., when in all 
probability tbc trial of Waltz will occupy a 
week’s time. 
This announcement created a 
slight sensation in Court. 
It is astonishing what interest is felt in the 
Post robbery and Waltz cases. Already room3 
are engaged ahead by persons who are com­ 
ing here from abroad for the sole purpose of 
witnessing the trials, aud Judge Westbrook 
has caused a seim-ofiicial announcement to 
be made in the papers that they will take 
place next week. 
Iu this village the feeling 
against Waltz is very strong and if a person 
suggests that the prisoner is iusane the sug- 
gester himself is almost pronouuced insane. 
The one hundred extra jurors ordered by the 
Court is seventy more than was ever before 
ordered in this county and their examination 
as to fitness is expected to be a highly in­ 
teresting one. 
As I close this letter I understand that 
Brady, the chief of the Po3t robberies, serious­ 
ly coutemplates putting in a plea of grand 
larceny, which would give him about a five 
years’ sentence. 
He complaius tbat the rest 
of the gang has deserted him, liavne’t even 
sent him any eucourugement in the way of a 
letter and no money. It Í3 reported that (to 
use a thief’s parlance) he will “ give them 
away.” That is, he will disclose all their 
whereabouts in order that they may easily be 
brought to justice. That would probably cut 
his sentence short ten years at lea3t.
